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THE REFERENDUM 



Yc!s1 onlay .-iftornoon ni the sonii-.'iiinuni meeting of the Stu- 
dents' Society, a vote \va.s jia.s.scd by H .small majority calling for 
a referendum, to be taken next Monday, on the prevailing .senti- 
ment of llio .^tiulonts' on the question of the Ç5.00 additional fee 
which goes to athletics. 

This roforenduni, thoug:lronl.v a "straw vote," concerns a 
matter a\' wli.il we foci is of vital importance, not only to .students 
who will 1.10 liere in onsuinp yoars, but to the name of McGill as 
it has stood in the pa.sl in the realm of Athletics. 

For this rca.son wo wish that the students fully understand 
•and aj'tprocialo the object of the referendum and its consctjuenccs 
should it result in a vote favouring a reduction of the present 
j>]0.00 fee to $5.00 as it originally was before its institution three 
years ago. 

At thai lime il wa.s I'elL that a $5.00 fee was inadequate to 
meet the many demands raised by the growing interest and par- 
ticipation in ;illiletios of all kinds. Football was virtually the 
only activity that paid for itself, and u good part of its net re- 
:eipts was going towards the deficit on the Stadium and not into 
'.he coffers of the .Athletic Board. This situation, existing now 
as it did then, is clearly shown in this year's statement publish- 
ed a fortnight ago in the Daily. 

The vast majority of athletic activities, on the other hand, 
were not self supporting — iin more than they are now. But, quite 
natui-ally it was felt that all these activities should exist and 
.should, furthermore, be open to all students free of-charge, to 
say nothing of providing free equipment, coaching and so on. It 
was felt that .something had to be done in order to keep McGilli 
up to the standards of her sister universities in all forms of sport. 

For lhe.se reasons an additional $5.00 was levied on each 
student— an arrangement, embracing all activities, that covered 
the prohibitive costs çf many sports, which could not have exist- 
ed satisfactorily merely by the support of a few .students interest- 
ed in them. We cite as an example swimming. Without the levy 
each student would. hate. to pay a sum close upon $5.00 in order 
to become a-meEabfer ofrthe Swimming and Water Polo Club and 
to use the^tank. This would, naturally admit him to tliis club 
only, and .similarly no one else who had not paid the fee could be- 
long to the club.'- This would be true of many clubs. 

" " So it was felt that a minimum fee of $5.00 would give every 
student access to any and every sport in which he cared to par- 
ticipate. ; ; 

Now, of course, this whole idea involves an elaboi-ate .sys- 
tem of professional coaching, intercollegiate meets, and, in 
genera], liighly organized sports as they exi.st in Canada. 

Many .students feel that this sy.stem is wrong, and quite rea- 
sonably too. They would like to .see many changes, including a 
reduction in tlie present $10.00 fee. 

Now all we wi.sh the students to consider is this : can we 
cure any exi.st ing evils simply by reducing the fee without run- 
ning the chance of lowering McGilPs athletic standing in rela- 
tion to the other universities, or could we, McGill as a whole, 
make a move, as was suggested in a letter by the re|)reseiitatives 
on the Athletic Board two weeks ago, to bring the other univer- 
sities to some definite .standing on many of these questions; pos- 
to do away with professional coaching and other very cost- 
ly factors in the j^resent .sy.stem. 

We feel that tiiis would be attacking what is the real i.ssuc. 
It would set a new example to the whole Continent on how sports 
should be J'uii. and. in tlie bargain, it would not moan sacrificing 
our own .standai d and .standing while other universities continued 
in thelj' own methods.

In 
ancient Ireland, tlio goû of love walk- 
ed the roads In the form of ,1, n,nJic>d 
youth enaurcotcd with .sinBlng blrdrf 
thai made a. constant sweci musU; 
about his head, so that all who hoard 
and wore yoitni; Btrp'iifhtway became 
lovers. Such BOlngs-on are not favor, 
cd amoagst us, who have given over 
the ruling in .such matters tio Mrs. 
Grundy whom I have already men 
tioncd. 

"According 10 this woman, there is 
no such thing as love. There Is mere- 
ly marriage and Immorality, You can 
take your choice. Being old and no 
longer a. temptation, phe is incensed 
that her daughters should be so in 
considerate as to bo tempting, and 
visits with the keenest displeasure 
anyone who succumbs to the pas.sion 
which .she herself i^ incapable of 
,'irouslng. The Inhibition that this 
doubtless .has i upon the gaiety of na 
tlong^ ttT" «ctretncly depressing, and Is 
accountatile for an attitude of mind 
that constantly attributes the lowest 



inoilvrs to aiiyuno bold enough to 
say a word 'In defence uf the plea- 
sures of the 8en.«es. 

"The person, liowcvcr, who is cal- 
led a JIbortInn by t'ho moHfiy-backod 
do^^olee!l of the , pluahy t^oddess, Is 
vol y often to he considered «« hn.v- 
liiB, tjoi the l.'wesi, but, indeed, Ihe 
very hich'tl of iiiotives — those of 
the Iconuc'liist. lie In doing his own 
(lu.rticular Utile bit lo overthrow what 
ho feels to be a false god. a false 
atitltudc' of mind. 

"If we look deoii r-nnugh wc shall 
see tlinl It Is Ihe yoiini; people who 
are iiv.i.'t to Wani'-. The youngslor." 
Iiei.ween twenty and thlrty-flvc have 
been so busy enjoying themselves or 
lUttmplIng to earn a living that they 
have folt the fundamentally important 
iluly of god-making lo their 'elders. 
The latter, of course, were nnly loo 
r'lidv lo seiro Iheli- opportunity, anil, 
iia.tiirall.v, they made the :;ods ac- 
c.ordlnif to Iheir own particular llmi- 
tatlon.i). .•'0 that It became an offence 
agaln.it the commandments not to 
honour your, aged parents, and a so- 
cial' Indiscretion punishable by ostra- 
cism from society lo Indulire in those 
pleasures for which tho oldi people no 
longer had the strength, in a hook I 
was reading the other day. I came 
upon Uic following neat sentence 
which sums up tho situation fairly 
well: 'In the fphere of morality th"- 
function ol Ihe old Is confined lo dis- 
covoring nicthwin of deterring the 
youuK from ploasuj-es of which they 
are no longer capable. Old mcft give 
young men good advice, no longer 
being able tio gr'vc them bad ci»mple.i.' 

"In denying the virtues of .Mrf. 
Grundy and the gods of ihe old people 
In ceiif.r,-<l, (from a. bltt'fly minded .la li- 
ve], to an <<masculal<t) Christ) It 1., not 
U.-. bo thought that 1 am advocating 
license and lndl.«crlmln.ite Indulgence 
of the senses. What I do prote.-it, how- 
cvfr, is the' mediaeval snd still prc- 
\TLlent. conception of tho sense., 
e.iscntially c\»;i, and which r'^sm.Mn 
love a.nd beauty as .something t.i be 
whispered about with kno'n-ing looks 
behind a red and homy hand. 

"If there is ever to como al-.5ut 
that change of heart without which 
no revolution, however deeply pro- 
voked, can bcaome permanent, youth 
will have to overturn tho gods of the 
older generation, ,Tnd ejrali witli 
pomp and ritual those which they 
have atw,ays hlthcrtig ' worshiped _ in 
secret despite the frowns and cau- 
tions of thior elders." 

After h.-ivlng haid this, the Old Gen- 
tleman wiped his chin with a silk 
pocket handkerchief, and stalked ma- 
jesHcally out of the bar. 'UTien Ar- 
mand came around..! had to pay his 
score, lie i^as a very wise Old Gen- 
tleman, indeed, and a very strange 
one, being wise.

He spoke of tbe crying need of the 
Union, in the way of repairs and oi.bcr 
e.\pcnses and quoted fipures to show 
i.b.at the Uiiion was opersitlnp under a 
huge deficit for .sevenil years. lie 
claimed that no nndorprnduntc society 
.had complained of a deficit and felt 
■lliai the Union was not getting the 
proper financial support. 

Brock .lamlQSon enumerated a long 
list of tdic limnicdiate needs of the 
Unjon. including ' '"a neiv plumbing 
sy.«tcm and a new range In the 
kitchen to cost Î700. ITe shO'^-cd that 
tbe Union roriulrrd money wherever 
'that money waH lo come from. 11c 
was plad to note the Interest aiul 
enthuslti.vin displayed by the Mods, 
now, s>;iice la.st fall t.hey had failed to 
elect a reprcsenla-tive to the Union 
House Committee. 

Laiei-. I'-frrriiip 10 the rcmarkii 
which Wall ol Jledlclne had prev'ous- 
ly made, on the fact that i.be Med.s 
had obtained all their catering at ibo 
I'nion. lie declared l.hat he did not 
consider iliis (.•huiiiy on Uie pan of 
•M'-dlcinc. bu'. slmjily good bu.iiiics.i. 



M'.lll of .Medicino declined Hiat bis 
f.'icully was in no way anta.goivlslic 
to t.b,. Union. but that the Medical 
.Society, which had been actively 
functioning since 1SS4 would collapse 
if tlielr gr.int was reduced. 

rtHo Carson of Dentistry claimed 
that "a ch.aln is as strong as Us 
wcs.i.kest link" and l.bat the fliiancliil 
condition of the Dentain was perhaps 
the woakcsl of any soc'cty .and that 
duo to iw small membership a redu-

"At the beginning of next year, .fir- 
culnrs advertising a new money aav- 
Inir Hystem will be handed out to •the 
sludenlB. Hy Ihls plan we woiiM be 
able to accommodate one hundred and 
•twenty students. U the students only 
realized the amount of money ihey 
could .save by the plan and at the 
.fame time they would be aiding many 
needy .iliidents. 

"A few years ago 1 only employed 
one student as an .i.sslstnnt, but I now 
have three. If they would patroni^/.e 
• he i;iiloii (.'afetcria more, I coulil 
easily give employment to a few more 
stiidcnuV Mr. Honnlger .also staled 
that If the informal dances held at the 
Union were hetler'attended then more 
money would be coming Into the r.of. 
fers of the Union. This money could 
lie used for iniiuovements and would 
tilso enable the lowering of food- 
prices. 

.Vnother plan th.at .Mr. Honnigcr 
liad once thought of was that students 
who bought their meals in the Union 
•:;afotcria should be given a receipt 
after paying.' At the end of the month 
the receipts would be handed In. From 
tho profits accrued by the cafeteria 
during the season a percentage of thé 
money spent by the students would 
he refunded. At the end of. the season 
a bonus would be given to ihe assis- 
tant who was most courteous and 
quickest in serving- Uie studenH. 

.Summing up the amount of buslncsis 
done during the year, Mr. Honnlger 
stated that everything had l)een satis- 
factory, especially as a good deal of 
catering to^clubs and .societies out 
side the Union had been done.
